NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 16.— 
Federal Judge William Clark to- 
day ruled the adoption. of the 
eighteenth amendment to have 
been invalid. 

His decision was that such an 
amendment could be ratified. only 


by Constitutional conventions and 
not by the State Legislatures. 
The Judge's ruling was made in 
face of the fact that Article Five 
of the Constitution, providing the 
method for amendment of the doc- 
ument, says: “Amendments .... 
shall be valid .... when ratified 
by. the Legislatures of three- 
fotrths of the several States or by 
conventions in three-fourths there- 
of, as the one or other mode of 
ratification may be proposed by the 
Congress;” and that the eighteenth 
amendment itself “as proposed by 
the Congress” says: This article 
shall be inoperative unless it shall 
have been ratified as an amend- 
ment to the Constitution by the 
Legislatures of the several states 
as provided in the Constitution.“ 
First Effect in Jersey. 
The immediate effect of the de-, 
cision, . 
would be in New Jersey, where any 
arrests made for the retail of in- 
under the State enforcement act 
pending appeal of his decision. 
The probability was that an ap- 
peal would be taken by Federal 
District Attorney Philip Forman 
directly to the United she a>. Su- 
preme Court. 
Today's decision could affect 
only those states in which United 
States District Court Judges concur 
in the findings of the New Jersey 
Federal jurist. 
The amendment was attacked 
after a study by a group of the 
New York County Lawyers’ Asso- 
ciation, who represented William 
Sprague, an obscure New Jersey 
Township official, indicted for 
transporting beer. By his decision 
Judge Clark quashed the indict- 
ment against Sprague. 
Judge Clark, a student of the 
Constitution, although he is the 
youngest member of the Federal 
judiciary, devoted 15,000 words and 
called upon almost a hundred au- 
thorities in his, decision. He held 
that prohibition of intoxicating 
liquors was a question of Govern- 
ment, a problem in politiacl science. 


The Court’s Reasoning. 

If, Judge Clark said, the amend- 
ment to be considered is one de- 
signed to transfer to the United 
States powers previously vested in 
the states, the convention mtthod 
must be followed. This, he held, 
arose from the character of such 
amendments and “from the char- 
acter of the delegates to and de- 
liberations in a constitutional con- 
vention as compared with the cor- 
responding character of the per- 
sonnel of State Legislatures and 
their deliberations.“ 

Judge Clark reached his decision 
after exhaustive delving into con- 
stitutional history and into the in- 
timate history of framers of the 
Constitution. 


„It seems indisputable,” he sath, 
“that local self-government, popu- 
lar savereignty, and the convention 
system of drafting and amending 
Constitutions were the very ‘warp 
and woof’ of the political thought 
of the whole period prior to the 
drafting and adoption of the Fed 
eral Constitution.“

“In some root cells,” he says, 
“this difference exists on one side 
of the cell but not on the other. 
These cells act as a suction and 
In this way water 
may be pressed up the stem or 


can be observed in a bleeding sugar 
maple or grape vine in spring.” 

As long as a cell is young the 
difference in electrical charge be- 
tween wall and center is slight. 
pee Fp cg comes on, the outer 

otoplasm increases its negative 
charge, while the center becomes 
relatively. more positive. 

This electrical difference is 
maintained until old age sets in. 
With advancing age this tension 
diminishes and by its effect upon 
water in the plant seems connect- 
ed with death. As the electrical 
tension drops the plant loses its 
power to retain water, until when 
the water retention is very low the 
plant dies, 

In the same plant some cells live 
much longer than others, and Dr. 
Bakhuyzen says this must be due 
to a force which keeps up the eled- 
trical charge in the longer-living 
cells. But the long-life cells seem 
unable both to maintain continued 
growth and long life. Nature gives 
them their life extension after

SENATE ASKED-T0 ACT

Walsh bf Massachusetts 3 
Investigation of Grievances

WASHINGTON. "Dee. 16.—Inves- 


tigation of Cuban conditions with 
reference to American: relations by 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee was asked in the Senate to- 
day by Senator Walsh (Dem.). 
Massachusetts, in calling attention 
to a “manifesto” of grievances 
signed by a number of Cubans. 
Senator Walsh sought to insert 
the “manifesto” in the Congres- 
sional Record but Senator Jones 
(Rep.), Washington, invoked a rule 
prohibiting such action. Walsh 
sent the statement to the Foreign 
Relations Committee. 

The Massachusetts Senator said a 
copy of the “manifesto” was found 
two days ago by Government spies 
in Cuba and that as a result the 
signers were being arrested and 
imprisoned. 

“In view of this,” he said, “I am 
asking the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee to inquire whether or not 
our relations with Cuba, as set 
forth in this document, are being 
im paired.” 

Walsh said the document was 
turned over to him this morning. 
It was written in Spanish. He said 
the signers of it were described to 
him as including the “most distin- 
guished professional men and edu- 
caters of the island.”

Sub-Committee at London 
Round Table Recom-

MORE POWER URGED 
IN THE LEGISLATURE 


Proposal to Grant Emer- 
gency Privileges to Gov- 
ernor Brings Dissent 
From Nine Delegates. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, Dec. 16.— The round- 


table conference on India has ad- 
vanced another step with comple- 
tion of a sub-committee draft report 
which recommends responsible 
government, with safeguards, for 
the provinces of*British India. 
Under the present diarchical sys- 


tem, the provincial Legislature ex- 
ercises control only over certain so- 
called “transferred” subjects. Over 
“reserved” subjects—that is, mat- 
ters set apart for the attention of 
the executive—it has no control. 
The report recommends all pro- 
vincial matters, including the port- 
folio of law and order, “should ba 
administered in responsivility to 
the provincial Legislature.” Spe- 
cial and emergency powers are, 
however, to te given the Governor 
of the province and from this sec- 
tion of the report nine Indian dele- 
gates dissent. 

The special and emergency pow- 
ers vested in the Governor are: 
Suitable powers in regard to leg- 
islation and finance necessary for 
the discharge of the specified du- 
ties imposed on him by the Consti- 
tution. 

Suitable emergency power to 
carry on the administration in the 
event of a breakdown of the Gov- 
ernment or the Constitution. These 
emergency powers are not to re- 
main in operation more than six 
months without approval of Parlia- 
ment. 

The responsibility for appointing 
Ministers will rest with the Gover- 
nor. The sub-committee expresses 
the opinion that the Governor 
should ordinarily summon the 
member possessing the largest fol- 
lowing in the Legislature and in- 
vite him to submit the names of 
Ministers for the Governor's ap- 
proval.

Steam Shovel Undoing in Weeks 
Work of Years by Mound Builders 


Ancient Tumulus in Cahokia Group Being 
Leveled for Farm - Relics Saved 
for Archeologist. 


A steam shovel is tearing down 
at the rate of 1000 cubic yards a 
day one of the famous Cahokia 
mounds laboriously erected by 
basket-carrying Indians before the 
dawn of American history, 

The contractor éstimates the job, 
begun two weeks ago, will be com- 
pleted by the middle of February. 
Estimates of the period required 
by the primitive labor of the 
mound builders vary from years 
to decades, and estimates of the 
date of erection range from 700 to 
thousands of years ago. 

Nearly a dozen skeletons or 
parts of skeletons and several flint 
relics have been unearthed. The 
bones disintegrated upon exposure 
to the air, the brothers Will and 
Fred Powell, owners of the place, 
related today, but the relics have 
been turned over to a St. Louis 
archeologist for study. 

What will be found at the center 
of the mound is a matter of inter- 
est to the Powells and to arche- 
ologists. Altar-like bowls of clay,, 
and ceremonial dance floors mark- 
ed by circular trenches, possibly 
representing the sun, have been 
found in the great Cahokia group. 
Some of the mounds are thought to 
have been erected when ancestors 
of the Indians known to history, 
leaving an altar or a tomb, devout- 
ly covered it over to great height. 

To Make Vegetable Field. 

The mound on the Powell truck 
farm is less than three miles from 
East St. Louis on Collinsville road 
(Highway No. 40), and perhaps the 
most westerly of the Cahokia 
group of 84 mounds. Its grassy 
southern slope, with the fresh yel- 
low bite taken out of the west side 
by the steam shovel, is plainly visi- 
ble from the road, although it 
stands some hundreds of yards 
back in a fenced field. 

Powell Bros. are leveling it to 
reclaim its site, estimated at nearly 


farming. In addition, the earth 
taken from it is being used to fill 
about 15 acres of swampland, The 
mound is from 45 to 50 feet high, 
and it is estimated contains 35,000 
to 40,000 cubic yards of earth. Till-

The steam shovel fills in turn two 
seven-yard wagons drawn by cat- 
terpillar tractors. These carry the 
earth off to the edge of the low 
ground and dump it in a pile, to be 
smoothed out by a team and scrap- 
or. ; 

No vestige of the mound builders 
and their artifacts is seen in the 
raw side of the cut, towering steep- 
ly over the shovel. It looks simply 
like a lot of dirt, unvaried even by 
rock strata or changing sorts of 
— one might expect in a natural 
Bill.

One of the 
brothers, or one of the contractors’ 
men, constantly watches the cut, 
and they say the looser textufe of 
the earth warns them when the 
shovel is approaching a find.

In a tiny fresh pit on the north 
side of the mound is a nondescript 
litter, the remains of bones exca- 
vated by hand but virtually de- 
stroyed by contact with the air. 
Archeologists working in the Ca- 
hokia group noted that bones un- 


vearthed~ theer sometimes disinte- 


grated. 

Nearly 50 skeletons and about 
10,000 artifacta, however, have 
peen obtained for study in com- 
prehensive exploration of 15 of the 
more imporiant Cahokia mounds. 
Much of it was accomplished in 
1921-23 by Warren K. Moorehead, 
sponsored by several Eastern in- 
stitutions and the University of II- 
lincis. 

Largely as a result of that work, 
the State of Illjnois purchased the 
eenter of the group, Monks’ Mound, 
or Cahokia Mound, for preserva- 
tion.

The Laclede Gas Light Co. is in position to obtain 
natural gas from the Mississippi River Fuel Corpora- 
tion, which recently brought a pipe ling here from 
‘the Monroe field of Louisiana, having a capacity of 
100,000,000 cubic feet a day: One of the principal | 
owners of the pipe line company is Standard Oil, 
which also is a large owner of gas wells. So far 
executives of the Laclede and the pipe line company 
have not said what they propose to do about sup- 
plying natural gas to the household consumers jin 
St. Louis. The community is disposed to give La- 
clede entire credit for wishing to make natural gas 
available in St. Louis. It has a complete distribu- 
tion plant in the city. It could, if it would, enjoy 
a local monopoly in the new field as it has in 
the old. The rate for gas in St. Louis is 95 cents 
a thousand feet. It is an extortionate rate, and it 
has earned for the company the {ll will of the peo- 
ple of St. Louis. The company could, of course, sit 
down on its monopoly and continue its extortionate 
practices. It is fortified behind the fantastic theory 
that utilities are worth what it would cost to repro- 
duce them. Under its latest valuation it has in- 
creased its toll upon the people of St. Louis $600,000 
a year. But 
Laclede has not an exclusive right to sell gas in 
St. Louis, and there is sueh a thing as competition. 
There might be such a thing as the City of St. Louis 
putting in a distributing plant and furnishing nat- 
ural gas to the community at bargain rates. There 
might be such a thing as the city inviting another 
private concern to come in here and sell gas. It was 
exactly such a threat that made the Kansas City gas 
company turn to natural gas. Natural gas could 
do much to solve the smoke problem in St. Louis. 
The rates in Kansas City are nothing like they should 
be. If they were lower, the number of house heating, 
gas users up there would be far in excess of 14,000. 
St. Louis is three times as big as Kansas City. Think 
what it would mean for this great city to have nat- 
ural gas made available to all those who would like 
to use it. 
The patience of St. Louis is becoming exhausted. 
How about it, Laclede? . 


Frank G. Bonner, secretary of the Federal Power 
Commission, has notified Secretary Wilbur of his de- 
sire to give up his job and accept reassignment in the 
Government service. In the opinion of many quali- 
fied observers, Mr. Bonner has long been an obstacle 
to the proper regulation and supervision of electric 
power companies. Whether consciously or not, Mr. 
Bonner’s attitude in the administration of the Fed- 
eral Water Power Act has been pleasing to the elec 
tric powér companies and against the interests of con- 
sumers. We are glad to know that the new commis- 
Sion will be free to select a man for this highly im- 
portant job who will be above criticism. 


Senator Watson of Indiana has been converted to 
the five-day week as the permanent solution of the 
unemployment problem. He would have the Govern- 
ment adopt the shorter calendar and, by the force of 
example, demonstrate to private industry the sound- 
ness of the plan. 

In thus veering so sharply to the left the Repub- 
lican leader of the Senate has taken leave of old 
friends and at least one life-long conviction.

can Theater last night when this 
Russian drama, which was being 
presented by the New York Thes- 
ter Guild as the second of its sub- 
scription plays, would lead one in 
the audience to believe that he 
was spending several months in 
the country, a most uninteresting 
country, too, with some very tire- 
some companions. This was par- 
ticularly true of the first half of 
the play which, despite its being 
billed as a comedy is more of a4 
tragedy—the rather thin story of a 
woman who has reached the dan- 
gerous age. She finds life in the 
country home of her boorish hus- 
pand most tiresome and looks for 
the excitement which a love affair 
might bring. To this woman, at 
least, che drama is a tragedy. After 
a great deal of generally dull and 
frequently stupid conversation the 
play comes to an end or, rather, it 
simply stops without any logical 
conclusion having been reached. 
Perhaps in the original Russian of 
Turgenev it was a smarter piece 
of work but it was written some 
$0 years ago at a time when au- 
diences did not demand as much 
realism, or even probability, as 
they do today. That—the period of 
the play—was a day of déclama- 
tions and oratory on the stage. The 
acting, not the act, was the thing. 

For the present occasion the 
acting itself has been brought up 
to modern standards and require- 
ments, but the drama remains a» 
it was, forming a not very pleasing 
combination.

TO DEED LINDBERGH HOMESTEA 
TO THE STATE OF WISCONSIN 


Family Provides That Legislation 
Must Make a Park, 
However. 
By the Associated Press. 
LITTLE FALLS, Minn. —Ar- 
rangements have been nearly con- 
pleted with the family of Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh for deeding 
the old Lindbergh homestead a 
half mile out of Little Falls, to the 
State, providing the 1931 Legisla- 
ture approves a proposal for mak- 
ing it a State park. 
It was home to Lindbergh from 
five weeks after his birth in De- 
troit in February, 1902, until 1920, 
when he entered the University of 
Wisconsin. When Lindbergh was 
4 years old his father became a 
member of Coagress and for 10 
years he spent considerabie time 
at Washington, but always after 
sessions of Congress he was back 
at the homestead where he first 
showed his mechanical bent by 
taking apart and putting together 
the motor of an old “flivver,”’ 
which is still preserved there, 
Native trees abound on the roll- 
ing farm, which slopes down to 
the Mississippi River. The Lind- 
bergh home, a white frame struc- 
ture, now stands unoccupied, but 
souveneir hunters have had a busy 
time and have done considerable 
damage to it. Almost every visible 
movable object around the yard, 
even twigs and stones, has been re- 
moved by the ambitious gatherers 
of relics. Each summer since 
Lindbergh’s historic flight of 1927, 
thousands of visitors to Little Falls 
have had the homestead pointed 
out to them, many of them coming 
long distances for the pilgrimage. 


MELLON OPPOSES PAYMENT 
TO VETERANS AS RELIEF MOVE 


Tells Congressman Fish That U. S. 
Would Have to Borrow or Raise 
Taxes Under Pian. 
By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 16.—Secre- 
tary Of Treasury Mellon is opposed 
to the proposal of Representative 
Fish (Rep:), New York, that the 
Government pay World War vet- 
erans 25 per cent of the cash value 
of their adjusted compensation 
certificates as an unemployment 
relief measure. 

Fish made public a letter from 
Mellon which said: “It is a mis- 
take to assume that the reserve 
of approximately $750,000,000 is 
available for distribution along the 
lines suggested.” 

The Secretary added that the 
balance would have to be provided 
either by borrowing or incrgased 
taxes. 

In a statement, Fish said, he saw 
no reason “why the $750,000,000 
set aside as reserve for the ad- 
justed service certificates could not 
well be used immediately to pay 25 
per cent of the face value of the 
adjusted service. certificates.” 

“It appears to me the Govern- 
ment is using the reserve to make 
money on interest at the expense 
of the veterans, who will probably 
never need financial assistance 
more than they de in this emer- 
gency,”’ he added.

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Dangerous Toys 

N recent years a good deal of 

attention has been puid to mak- 

ing suitable toys for children. 
This has been done because of the 
realization that play is the serious 
business of childhood, and that 
toys can contribute much to the 
mental and psychological develop- 
ment of the child. 

Despite this, however, there are 
still many unsafe toys on the mar- 
ket, and they are the cause of nu- 
merous accidents, 

A long and thin metal horn may 
flora a good deal of amusement 
to a child, but unless it has a wide 
abe near the mouthpiece it is a 
dangerous toy—for ould the 
child fall, or should he, while run- 
rirg, strike the hern against some- 
thine, it is liable to inflict a se- 
vere injury on his teeth, tongue or 
throat. 

Many children go through the 
“Big Injun” stage, where toma- 
hewks and bows and arrows lend 
reality to an imagine existence. 
Unless, however the bows are tee- 
ble and the arfows ar? blunt or 
rubber-tipped, they are a menace to 
the child and his playmates. 

The same is tr e of the air rifle. 
Numerous aceidents, ‘particularly 
Involving the eye, are reported 
yearly as the result of this toy. It 
were well if all guns or toys that 
can throw projectiles were not al- 
lowed to children under 14 years 
of age, and then only if the child 
has a definite sen e of responsibil- 
ity and a knowledge of the hazard 
irvolved in the toy. 

Sharp tools, such as scissors and 
knives, are also dangerous. Chil- 
dren in the paper-doll stage can 
get a good deal of amusement out 
of colored papers, paste and scis- 
sors, but to be safe the scissors 
should be round-pointed. Pocket- 
Lnives should be permitted only to 
the older children. Here, too, the 
round-pointed sho: blade is the 
nan fest.

Ee has been reached in 
some way, I think, by this 
employment commit- 
tee,” she began. “I have written to 
the head of every organization of 
women, in the churches, inthe club 
federations, in the parent-teacher 
groups, in social and philanthropic 
activity, and through these leaders 
the word has gone down to indi- 
vidual women.” 

“What are you telling them?” I 


asked, “How do you suggest that 
they can help in the present 
crisis?” 


‘Spend wisely,’ is the first thing 
I urge,” she replied. Not just buy 
—or buy now’—but spend, spend, 
in a way which will give as much 
work as possible. People do not 
realize how many women are or 
can be employers of labor. 

„In every community we are 
trying to establish local employ- 
ment exchanges, where there will 
be listed a complete catalogue of 
all the kinds of labor in the com- 
munity which women can tap as 
they need it. This must be done to 
prevent confusion, wasted effort. 
discouragement. We have found 
that many women, telephoning to 
employment committees for work- 
ers, have sent the wrong kind— 
skilled, where unskilled were need- 
ed, or vice versa, 

“For the use of every woman 
with a house or an apartment the 
committee has prepared bianks, in- 
scribed with two alternate employ- 
ment pledges. 

“One of these reads: ‘I will em- 
ploy help for the purposes checked 
below. Please furnish’ me—men 
(women).’ The blank is to be fill- 
ed in with the number of workers 
required. j 

“The other pledge reads: ‘I need 
work performed of the types 


4 checked below, and as a first step 


would like to be informed of the 
probable cost of the work and time 
required.’ 

“There is space for the name, 
address and phone number of the 
woman sending her pledge to her 
local employment exchange or 
committee. The fypes of jobs for 
which she is askei to pledge her- 
self to employ workers are classi- 
fied under ‘house-exterior® and 
fShouse-interior.’ 7

„This is a good year to give your 
house or your apartment a Christ- 
mas present—to improve or repair 
or adorn it in some new fashion. 
Such a-present is really a gift to 
yourself and to your whole family. 

“As Col. Woods says, now is the 
time to spruce up—spruce up your 
home, your family, yourself. Buy 
new clothes, if you can afford 
them. Spruce up your appearance. 
The T. W. C. A. in New York is 
offering free beauty parlor treat- 
ments to unemployed girls, and 
that is an excellent thing. All em- 
ployment agencies know that the 
ehances of the spruced-up job 
hunter are improved.

|SELECTING THE CHRISTMAS TOYS 


| 


VISIT to the toy shops reveals 

A a bewildering assortment of 

ys—they seem to be getting 

more numerous each year, and the 

woman who leaves her selections 

until she reaches the shops is not 
having an easy time of it. 

She who is wise, however, has a 
clear idea of what her purchase 
will be. She has it all thought out. 
She buys toys to fit the child, for 
she knows a wrong toy not only 


quently causes fretfulness and nerv- 
ousness, 

It is impossible io advise any- 
one just what toy to select. This 
depends largely upon environment 
and the child himself, but if you 
remember a toy should develop the 
child’s imagination along right lines 
and be something with which he 
can amuse himself you will select 
a suitable gift. It.should be a sat- 
isfying toy of honest quality. 

Even before children reach the 
school age they express their wish- 
es and, of course, these should be 
considered to a certain extent, but 
toys that make self-expression pos- 
sible are the best sort of toys and 
wise parents take this into consid- 
eration when making these selec- 
tions. 

When going on.a toy shopping 


makes a child unhappy but fre- 


expedition it is well to consider a 
few points such as this: Will the 
toy interest the child? Does it 
train him mentally or pi ysically? 
if it is difficult to kee lum out- 
of-doors an attractive outdoor toy 
will be an incentive. Likewise the 
child who fusses about the bath 
will show no reluctance if a boat 
or several water toys are at hand. 
Novelty sponges and soaps are also 
an inducement. 

Before buying a game ascertain 
whether the child is interested in 
games. Do not buy games that are 
too old or too young for the child. 
Toys must keep step with the 
child's mental and physical devel- 
opment to be satisfying. Do not 
buy a toy for the future—it is the 
present that interests the child and 
gives him pleasure. 

Examine a toy for durability. 
Make sure mechanical toys will 
work. If you buy a doll, select one 
that may be undressed or it may 
not mean much to the little girlic. 

In short, buy toys with which 
children can play in wholesome 
constructive activity and you will 
be giving a pleasing toy.
